By the Memoir given to the Heer Bever-

States might have all the time they wiſhed 
| for to perſwade their Allies to conſent to 
| the Peace, in conſideration whereof the

| that War, if they would not incline them 
| to embrace the conditions offered by the 
| King 3 it being unjuſt that his Majeſty in

| made to them of the Memoir that the 


French King had given to the Heer Bever- 


ring, and whereupon the Ambaſladors 


| urged their reſolution, that they might 
take their meaſures accordingly 3 at length 
| ali of them gave their Anſwers "in their 
| Conference of the tenth. 


The Imperial Ambaſladors gave it in La- 


' tiz,and very long 3 but the purport of all 
| was, that they expected from the candour 
| and equity of the States-General, that they 
| would do nothing to the prejudice of the 
| Emperour, the Empire, and all the Confe- 
} derates, who were only engaged in the pre- 

| ſent War for the preſervation of the Oni- 
| ted- Provinces, which the States themſclves 
| knew ſufficiently, without being put in 
| mind of it. Thar they had to do with an 
| enemy whoſe deſign was only to divide 


the Confederates, that he might the more 


| alily ſurprize them all. Thar if there was 


an abſolute neceſſity that they muſt make

Empire in general , ſeeing they deſired ng

Theſe propoſitions quite contrary to the 
projet which the French A mbaſladors gave 
to the Mediators, who approved all tz 
Articles therein contained, made the {ince- 
rity of the deſire and conduct of the In- 
perialiſts to be doubted of, or at leait rzcy 
made their ordinary irrcſolution appear 5 
particularly touching the choice of the Al- 
ternativez about which having once de- 
clared themſelves, they ought not to be ad- 
mitted to change again, But tae rruth was,

The truth 1s, the French King could be 
no leſs than abſolute Maſter of Peace and 
War, to impole ſuch a neceſſity upon the 
Imperialiſls : Nevertheleſs, whether it were 
the fears of ſeeing themſelves expoſed to 
undergo theſe conditions, or a ſincere delire 
of freeing the Empire: as ſoon as potlibly 
could be from ſo: troubleſome a War, ct 
the Imperial Ambaſſadours to work 3 thc 
Negotiations of Peace grew brisker than ' 
before 3 they met morning and evening, 
and had very long conferences 3 ſo that 


_ going back and fore betwixt them, labour- 

"8 to renew the impediments which retar- 

ed the Negotiation ; and yet for all that 
the Peace advanced but ſlowly.

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The Imperialiſts ſtarted great difficulties 
' about the 26.and 27.Articles of the Treaty; 
and ſeeing they all tended to annul the 
rights which France had obtained in the 
| Empire by the peace of Weſtphalia, and e- 
ſpecially thoſe which have been yeilded to 
that King over the ten Towns of Al/aria ; 
the debates that aroſe upon that ſubject, 

were many and hard to be adjuſted. 
The Ambaſſadors of the Emperor per- 
ceiving that they gained no ground by 
theſe debates, and that the French Ambal- 
 fadors would not conſent that thoſe things 
which were concluded by the peace of 
Munſter, ſhould any ways be infringed by 
this Treaty. They endeavoured at leaſt to 
obtain, that the points to which the French 
would not condeſcend, might be referred.to 
_ arbitration.But this was toas little purpoſe as 
the extraordinary repugnancy they ſhewed a- 
gainſt the Emperor being obliged to obſerve 
a neutrality in the Empire, whilſt the . 
French King might march his forces for the 
relief of his Allies. Nevertheleſs all theſe 
points were at length agreed unto in the 
manner as the French Ambaſſadors de- 

manded.

The morning and evening conferences of 
the 29,and 3o. were very long, and the Am- 
bafſadors met and diſcourſed together; fo 
that there was no queſtion made of the hap- 
py ſucceſs of the Negotiation. Ambaſlador 
Temple, who upon the advice he received 
that the Treaty was upon the point of be- 
ing concluded, parted from the Hagze on 
the 22. arrived on the Zo. at Nimmeguen, 
that he might fign that peace, though many 
things (ti]] remained to be adjuſted. The 
Ambaſſadors were at the Town-houſe from 
eight of the clock in the morning , until 
two afternoon. And as it was not doubted

But notwirhſtanding of that, 
Ambaſſador Jenkins, who ſhewed no leſs

Seeing the difference that remained con-= 
cerning the Nutchy of Bovilon, was that

ing leſt that ſingle difficulty might obitruct

In a word, they ſolemnly proteſted as» 
gainſt that ſeparate peace, which ought to

Theſe Ambaſſadors omitted no formalities 
wich they judged neceſſary for maintaining 
the pretenſions of their Maſters.

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But all the anſwer they had was, That there 
was time more than enough tor putting 
things in a condition 3 and that ifthe peace 
was not ſigned by ten of the clock, they 


had orders from the King their Maſter not 


to ſign it next day. 

It ſeemed to be the fate of the Media- 
tors not to ſign any. Treaty of pcace they 
refuſed to ſign that of the Dutch, becauſe 
it was ſeparate, and had becn managed 
without their privityz and they medlecl 
not in that of Spazr, which was a con(c- 
quent on the former : But ſeeing they had 
been the Mediators of the Treaty ot the 
Empire, they thought nothing (ſhould have 
hinder'd them from ſigning that peace. 


Nevertheleſs the Ambaſiadors of his Impe- 


rial Majeſty having failed in yeilding thz 
honour to the Ezeliſh as Mediators, accor- 
ding to the practice of Cologn and Nimne- 
guen, which occaſioned, though no obſtacle 
nor Citticulty in the courle of the Negotta- 
tionz they were likewiſe ambiguous 1n 
their anſwers, when the Mediators ſent to 
enquire of them how they pretended to 
carry themſelves in the ſigning of the 
Treaty. | 


But when they were upon the point oft 


going to ſign the Treaty, the Imperial Am- 
baſladors poſitively declared , -That they 
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would not conſent that the Frelifh ſhould 


ſign firſt, So that ſeeing they could rot 
fen it either as Mediators, in which caic 


they ought to have the firit place, as due to 


them in that quality z or as F»/5/h, for then - 


the French would not write alter them; it 
was impoſlible to find out any expedient 
to acyuſt that difficulty. And therctore Am- 
baſlador Temple ſaid true, when Ic proteft- 
cd a long time before, That he would 1.0: 
f1gn the Peace whillt the affairs of Fra: 
were 1n {uch a condition as to have 1t con- 
cluded to the advantage of that Crown. 
And all the fruit of his haſty journey to 
Nimueguen to ſign a Peace fo advantageous 


to France, was his diſpleaſure for urderta- 


king it in the coldeſt ſeaſon that for tie 
twenty years nas been known in Hold. 
Upon the French Ambaſladors retutal to 
delay the ſigning of the Peace unti] next 
day, the Imperialiſts loſt no titne, and 21! 
things were ready that evening. About ten 
of the clock all the AmbaſJadors went to

Seeing the Emperors Ambaſſadors could 
not obtain of the Frexch, that an Article

plication in their Memoirs, and to fit dow: 
in them by way of proteſtation, that if 1; 


the Treaty of the Emperor with Sycd+ 


there 1s no mention made of the cuſtom; 
that are raiſed at Termende, of the right, 
of the Dukes of Mecklenbonre,nor of thol: 
of the Town of Bremen ; the reaſon was 
only, becauſe the Ambaſladors of Sreder 


_ alledged that for want of a free correlpor:- 


dence with his Suediſh Majeſty, they cou], 
not have inſtructions as to the points tor 
which the Imperialiſts thought it not tit to 
delay the ſigning of the peace, ftnce that

Though the T reaty of the Pcace made 
betwixt the Emperor and Seder, was not 


figned until the 7th. yet it bore date the.

And ſome time after, 
the news was brought that the peace Of 
France and Su:der, with the Princes of the 


Houle of Brunſwick-Lunenbourg, was ſigned 
at Zell on the ſixth, by M. de Pabenack, 
Who after that the Suedes were wholly out

by order from the King to the Court of 
| thoſe Princes, who by this Treaty reſtore 
| - to the Crown of Sweden the Dutchy of 
Bremen, and all that they had got of the 


Sueder, except the Bailiage of Tedinghanſen, 


which hath always been controverted, be- 
cauſe it is incloſed within the Territories of 
the Houſe of Brunſwick, and the Provolty 


of Dower, that lyes between the Weſer and 


the Elbe. 

The Swedes hikewiſe yield to thoſe Princes 
ſome Revenues of the Church, conliſting in 
tythes which bclonged tothem upon account 
of the Biſhoprick of: Brexez,and ſome other 


Benefices. But the French King being wil- 


Iing fully to indempnifie the Houſe of 
Brunſwick, and to ſecure the peace of the 


Empire, his Majeſty by that Treaty enga- 


ges to pay to theſe Princes three hundred 
thouſand Crowns, at the ſame time that the 
Teſtitution is made to Sreder in the manner 
as was agreed upon. © 

M. de Meyerkron continued to make pro- 
politions at the Hague, where he ſeemed 
willing to have managed a Negotiation 
with the Count d' Avanx ; but the offers 
he made, were ſtill ſo general, that they 


_ gaveno ground for a poſitive anſwer. And 
| Therefore that Ambaſlador made him the 


ſame 
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ſame declaration that the other French Ame 
batſadors made at Nimmegner; telling him 
that in order to a more favourable hear 
ing, the King of Dermark mult begin, by 


relealing the Swediſh Soldiers, who fincethe 


time that they were ſhipwrackt upon the 
Ifle of Bar-holm, were not only detained 
priſoners contrary to the priviledg of the 


Paſports which they had 3 but likewiſcex- 
poſed to violence, which they daily ſuffered 


on deſign either to make them engage in 
the Daniſh ſervice, or forſake that of Suc- 


den. That the King of Denmark would by 


fo doing purge himſelf from the ſufpitions 
of that ſhipwrack which the King never- 
thele(ſs was rather inclined to attribute to 
Chance, and the miſtake of Pilots, than any 
premeditated deſign 3 but that in the mcan 
time, the inhuman manner of uſing and cie- 
taining of thoſe forces could not but be 


thought very ſtrange. 


Though from the beginning of the Al- 


- ſembly, many 1n{tances had been made, and 


ſeveral expedients propoſed by the Ergl/ 
and Freyeh, for procuring to the Ambatlla- 


, dors of Seder: the liberty of Couriers, Or 
. At leaſt of bare Letters to and from 1s 
_ Suediſfh Majeſty ; yet it could not be obrain- 


ed from the Kings of Denmark. This gave 
Cccalion of fear, that the {trictn2 which

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was obſerved in that Kingdom upon that. 
ſubjet, might binder the conveyance of 
the Treaty newly ſigned with the Empe- 
ror, into Sweden; and that the ratification 
thereof might not be brought within the 


limited time. And therefore the Ambaila- 


dors of Szeden hired privately a Galliot at 
Amſterdam, w aich garricd the Meſſenger to 
Gottemberg, from whence he might go 
by Land to any place where the Sred:f 
Court was. | 
The Ambaſladors of the Emperor hav- 
ng ſtipulated for the whole Empire in the 
Treaties of Frame and Sueder, by virtue 
only of the concluſion of the Diet of Ra- 


tisbon of the 31. of May 1677. The Am- 


batſador of Brandenbourg produced a copy 
of it at Nimueguen, on the 18th of tne 
Month, with a new proteſtation. alledging, 
that that concluſion of the Empire was not 
conform to the ſenſe that was put upon it 
In the 36 Article of the Emperor's Treaty 
with Frarce, and in the 12. of that of the 
Emperor with Szedez3 and that the Impe- 
rial Ambaſſadors were ſo far from having 
by that means ſufficient authority to treat 
IN name of the whole Empire, that on the 


contrary the Emperor was thereby requi- 


red toconclude nothing at Nimneguen with- 
out firſt ſubmitting it to the deliberation of 
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the Diet; and that the Ambaſſadors of his 
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Imperial Majeſty, by adding in theſe Arti. 
cles , That all proteſtations that might be 
made in the Empire againſt that Peace, 
were tobe of no effet; had committed the 
preateſt violation , and manifeſtly contra. 
vened the Golden Bull , the Imperial Capi- 
tulations, the Conſtitutians of the Empire, 
and the very Treaties of Weſtphalia , on 
which they pretended to ſettle the peace 
of the Empire. 
Although the King of Denmark and F- 
lector of Brandenboure ſaw themlclves a- 
bandoned by all their Allies, and left alone 
inthe War, expoſed to all that France could 
undertake againſt them both by ſea and 
land; yet they could not be brought to a 


reſolution of reſtoring, what they had con- 


| we from Sweden 3 they dealt with the 
rench King , and with his Ambaſſadors ; 


| but his Majeſty gave them anſwer, and cau- 
| fed his Ambaſladors todo the like, That he 
_ couldnot liſten to the propoſitions that they 
- made to him; that he had no quarrel with

| be onthe 24th of February did by his Am- 
| baſſadors declare to Sir Lionel Ferkins, the

' Qor of Brandenbourg did not give full fa- 
tisfaction to Sweden, his Majeſty ſhould 
then be at freedom to demand new cond1- 
tions, which would be, that Lipſtadt ſhould 
be reſtored to the Elecor of Cologn; and 


that the King of Dermark and Elector of 


Brandenbourg (hould pay to his Majeſty all 
the Charges of the War. | 

That Declaration of the French King, 
and the anſwers which his Majeſty gave to 
all the propoſitions, which came ſhort of a 


full ſatisfa&tion to Seder, were the more. 


unealie to the Elector of Brandznbourg, 
that he had juſt then forced the Suedifh Ar- 
my to leave Pruſſia, and to return with 
much haſte into L7vonia , but more haral\- 
{ed with ſickneſs and long marches, than the 
loſſes they ſuſtained in ſeveral skirmilhes, 
which happened in their tetreat betwixt 


the arcerguard of the Swedes and ſome par- 


ties of the Elettors Forces. 
The Ambaſſadors of Syeden finding their 
allairs in a better condition ſince the peace, 
thought themſelves obliged to remit no-

thing of their pretenſions; and therefore 


they patiently expected the cticct of the 
French King's Declaration, and of what his 


Majeſty was preparing to do for them, 
_ They made no doubt but that all would 
_ terminate 1n the ſatisfaftion of Sreder,with- 


out any great effects on their part. They 
found that the Forces of Denmari were 
weakned in Schorer, becauſe the Biihop of 
Munſter began already to recall the Forces 
which his Predece{lior had ſent to his Dani/} 


Majeſty, who without that afii{tance could 


hardly make head againſt the Swedes 
Schonen, The Swedes reckoned the Treaty 
of that Biſhop as good as alrcady conchu- - 
ded.

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Tn the mean time M. de Mayerkroon,who 
hid been for ſome time at the French. 
Court , perceiving that the conferences 1n 
F-honen did not advance the Negotiation 
of the peace betwixt Sueder and Denmark, 
anto ſeem more inclined to conclude 
the Treaty of the King his Maſter, tho' 
he had no cauſe to expect more advanta- 
zeous conditions than thoſe he had at fir{t. 
0n the contrary, experience and example 
made appear, that it could not but be pre- 
judicial to the King of Denmark, to be 

the laſt 1n making his peace. | 

The French King on his part, defiring 
nothing more than to correſpond with that 
good diſpoſition, and to render the peace 
general by the concluſion of that of Dew - 
mark, gave for that end, on the 24th of 
Auguſt, a full power to M. de Pompone,and 
by that means within a few days the Trea- 
ty was concluded betwixt his Majeſty and 
the Kings of Sreden and Denmark , and was 
ſigned at St. Germans the ſecond of Sep- 
tember, on the ſame conditions that the 
King had always propoſed for the full ſatis- 
tacion of his Ally.

The Reſtauration of the Duke of Sleſ- 
wick Holſtein-Gottorp having been one of 
the conditions on which the French King 
conſented to this Peace ; it was likewiſe 
one of the greateſt difficulties that happen- 
cd in the carrying on of the Treaty. That 
Prince was ſtript of all by the King of 
| Denmark, only for being an Ally to the 
King of Sueder 5, and therefore ought to be 
reltored to all again : To which, the King 
of Denmark , as an evidence of the defire- 
he had to put an end to the War with ail 
expedition, conſented at the defire and re- 
quifition of the Frezch King; granting 
that the Duke of Sleſwick Holſtcizi-Cottorp, 
[hould enjoy his Territories, Provincce, 
Towns and Places, in the ſame ſtate as thev 
were 1n at the ſigning of the Treaty, with 
all the Soveraignty that belonged to him by 
virtue of the Treaties of Roſe hil4, Cope 
hagen and Weſtphalia.

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The Elefctor of Brandenbourg, the P;in. 
ces of the Houſe of Brunſwick, and the Bj. 
ſhop of M»ſter, who made their ſeparate 
Treaties, after that the Peace was concly. 
ded betwixt France and Holland, received 
profitable teſtimonies of the deſire that the 


French King had of giving repoſe to Eu 


rope 5 for his Majeſty was willing to eaſe 
them of part of the charges of the War, 
by giving them large ſums of Money, in 
conitderation of their good inclinations 
towards the Peace, and particular]y 1n fa- 
vour to the King of Sweden, who has not 
been wanting on his part, to give confider- 
able advantages to all thefe Princes : But
